In view of the grave public importance to the freedom 
of the press and the liberty of the subject involved in the action 
of Mr. Justice Ives in sentencing the publisher and a member 
of the staff of The Edmonton Bulletin on Wednesday last, 
without giving any particulars of the alleged contempt, and his 
action in arbitrarily denying counsel for Ciarles E. Campbell 
and J. S. Cowper time to read the material in the case and 
prepare a submission, it has been decided to carry an appeal 
Against the convictions to a higher court, and the Privy 
Council, if necessary. 

This decision has been reached after consultation with 
counsel, The letter of H. H. Parlee, K.C., counsel for The 
Edmonton Bulletin, advising this course, is as follows:

Dear Sir,— 

Respecting the convictions against yourself 
and Mr. J. S. Cowper, by Mr. Justice Ives on the 27th 
instant, we are of opinion that both of these convic- 
tions are invalid and advise an appeal. 

In support of our opinion we quote the follow- 
ing cases:— 


In re Pollard, 
5 Moo., P.C. (N.S.) 111 
16 Eng. Rep. at p. 464. 

P. 464,— 
“their Lordships do agree humbly to report to 
your Majesty that, in their judgment, no person 
should be punished for contempt of court, which 
is a criminal offence, unless the specific offence 
charged against him be distinctly stated, and an 
opportunity of answering it given to him, and that 
in the present case their Lordships are not satis- 
fied that a distinct charge of the offence was 
stated, with an offer to hear the answer thereto, 
before sentence was passed.” 

Chang Hang Kiuet al vs Sir Francis T. Piggott, L. R. 
(1909) App. Ca. at p. 312. (On appeal from the 
Supreme Court of Hong Kong). 


P. 316,— 
“The report of this Board in In re Pollard treats 
the giving of such opportunity (viz. for explan- 
ation and possibly the correction of misapprehen- 
sion as to what had been in fact said or meant) as 
essential in cases of committal for contempt of 
Court.”

(1915) 8 W.W.R. at p. 444, 

P. 444,— 
“In the case of In re Pollard, it is laid down that 
contempt of court is a criminal offence and that 
no one should be punished therefor unless the 
specific charge against such person is distinctly 
stated, and an opportunity of answering it given 
to him before sentence is passed. Chang Hang 
Kiu, (1909) A.C. 312, 78, L.J.P.C. 89, followed in 
re Pollard, decided that, although the charge there 
had been stated sufficiently, yet, as no oppor- 
tunity had been given to the parties committed of 
giving reasons against summary measures being 
taken, the committal order must be rescinded.”

_In order to explain the situation leading up to this 
decision and the events which transpired before Mr 
Campbell and Mr. Cowper were brought into court and 
sentenced, the following history of the case is given. 


Shortly after one o'clock on Wednesday, Mr. Camp- 
bell was called on the telephone by Sheriff Rae and told 
that Mr. Justice Ives required him to be in court at two 
o'clock, together with Mr. Cowper. The publisher of the 
Bulletin stated that he would attend, and meantime 
sought legal advice. He was not able to get in touch 
with Mr. Parlee until 1:40 and the latter had no time to 
look into the alleged contempts. He appeared in court, 
however, and explained this situation and asked for an 
adjournment. to 4:30 to go into the matter. The request 
was refused, and in less than one hour after being sum- 
moned to appear, Mr. Campbell and Mr. Cowper were 
convicted and fined without being told what comprised 
the alleged contempts or being given an opportunity of 
answeriag the charges.

OTTAWA, June 29,—Despite 

Canada's adherence to disarma- 
ment proposals the emergency 
public works program brought 
down in the House of Commons 
provides $2,161,640 for new bar- 
racks, armories and R.M.C. build- 

ings; with R.C.M.P. buildings 
added the total is $3,561,400. The 

Dominion expenditure on the 
League of Nations in the past 15 
years was $2,500,000. — 

The program itself provides $1.- 
200,000 for barracks at Calgary and 
for armories: Montreal $200,000; 
Vancouver $240.000; Dundas, Ont 
$45,000. The R.C.M.P. buildings in- 
clude: Edmonton $200,000; Ottawa 
$1,200,000, with $370,000 for the 
Royal Military College. 

In the main estimates the follow- 
ing sums were provided as install- 
ments towards new armories which 
have been built: Toronto $29,500; 
Montreal $15140; Westmount $13.- 
000; Regina $31,000, and Vancouver 
$18,000. There is also provision for 
$7,500 as installment a building for 
ordnance stores at Calgary where 
the new $1,200,000 permanent force 
barracks is to be built. 

In_the senate Major-General A. 
D. McRae moved that Canada 
withdraw from the League of 
Nations because of the expense. 
In 1922-3 Canada's contribution 
to the League of Nations was 
$278,000, nearly $100,000 less than 
the new buildings to he put up 
for the “Gentlemen Cadets” of the 
Royal Military College, as an 
unemployment relief measure.

US. TREASURY 
"ORDERS HALT 
SILVER EXPORT 


Exceptions Announced in 
New Rule to Boost Sil- 


ver Status 


WASHINGTON, June 29—Henry 
Morgenthau, secretary of the United 
| States treasury, with the approval 
Roosevelt, Thursday 
night placed an embargo on further 
exports of silver except under 
license. 

The action was taken in connec 
tion with the administration's new 
policy to rehabilitate the status of 
silver 

Three exceptions were made to 
the licensing provisions, facricated

TO CUT LEVY 


Charges Council Under 
Misapprehension on $49,- 
000 “Book” Surplus 


Edmonton Public School Board, | 
at an emergency meeting Thursday 
evening, refused to accept the city 
council's $40,000 cut in the school 
levy. ; 

Taking the stand that council has 
not the legal right to interfere in | 
the board's requisition, the board | 
pointed out, in a letter ordered to 
be sent to the city commissioner, 
that council was under a misappre- 
hension in the matter of a “book” 
surplus of $49,000 shown in the 
school district's annual statement. 


SIX-TENTHS GONE 
The board stated that six-tenths 


of its expenditures for the present 
year had already been made and, 


‘as the estimates were sent in two 


months ago, with no notice mean- 
time that further reductions would 


possible to re-arrange the budget. 
The board added that it was still 


willing to co-operate with the 
council but, in a previous consulta- 
tion with the commissioners, had 
been given no definite basis for| 
striking its estimates beyond the 


advice “that it was going to be a 
hard year.” 

A report of the finance commit- 
tee, which met before the board 
meeting, in consultation with the} 
board's solicitor, was adopted lt 
read: 

QUESTION RIGHTS 

“Your committee finds 
council has not the pc 
gest the amount of the _ school} 
board's levy, nor the details of! 
how the budget shall be expended; 
any expenditure of the board can 
be questioned only on the grounds 
of whether or not it is a legitimate 
expenditure for educationad pur- 
poses within the scope of the duties | 
of the board. Monies once requisi- 
tioned by the board, and paid over | 
by the council, are the property ab- 
solutely of the board, to dispose of 
as it sees fit for any legitimate ac- 
tivity of the board.” 

Discussion of council's action took | 
place in an extended commitice of | 
finance, pending the arrival of Trus- 
tee Dr. F. W. Crang, when the meet- 
ing resolved itself into a regular 
board meeting 

Referring to the finance commit- 
tee report, A. E. Ottewell finance 
committee chairman, said, “As long} 
4s our position is concerned, that is 
it. The next question is what are we 
going to do. There is no question as 
to what we can do We can simply 
say this is our requisition and de- 
mand payment.” 

Dr. W. Morrish, trustee, referred 
to a misrepresentation of present 
retrenchments effected by the 
board.

“Early in the year we saw the | 
commissioners,” Mr, Ottewell said, | 
“and asked them for any informa- |

Representatives of the British and Domin- 
ion governments are in conference in London, 
engaged in “vigorous discussion” whether the 
Empire trade agreements framed ‘at Ottawa 
are to be patched up and continued, or repudi- 
ated piecemeal and finally scrapped. 

Immediately, the row centres about the meat 
clauses of the Ottawa Pacts. The clauses ex- 
pire on Saturday, and the forceful Mr. Elliott, 
Britain's minister of agriculture, does not in- 
tend that they shall be renewed on terms at all 
as favorable to Dominion meat producers. 


But the exclusion of Dominion meats from 
Britain is only one item in the program of Mr 
Elliott. That gentleman has “gone protection- 
ist’ in a way to charm the heart of our own 
Premier. He has made abundantly plain that 
he intends to treat Dominion products, when 
and as the agreements permit, as the Domin-

REAL CONSERVATION 

From the Provincial Government farm at

If that rate of increase can be held, 
the provincial forestry policy will in the course 
of two or three years get into the “stride” it 
should attain and keep. 

For many years to come there should be 
| planted in this province every year hundreds 
| of thousands of trees; to replace the cutting 
and waste of native trees with kinds of more 
value; to provide the shelter belts and wind- 
breaks which alone can prevent soil drifting; 
and to create forest areas on poor land which 
will exert the well-known influence upon rain- 
fall and climate 

The alternative is to go on as we have been 
doing hitherto, stripping the land of shelter 
where nature provided it, and rapidly and cer- 
tainly turning it into a desert like the semi- 
arid belt across the southern ends of the three 
prairie provinces, > 

Hon. R. G. Reid deserves all possible com- 
mendation and support in promoting an active 
and practical forestration policy. Aside from 
keeping the schools open, nothing the Provin- 
cial Government is doing is of more real and 
permanent importance. 


“LOST HOPE” 
Lord Londonderry told the House of Lords 


the Government of Great Britain has “lost 
hope” in the disarmament conference 

Amid all the abortive discussions, the in- 
terminable wrangling, the break-downs and 


the blow-ups of the last sixteen years, this is 
the first time it has ever been officially an- 
nounced that Britain had abandoned hope that 
| an agreement could be reached to limit or re- 
duce armaments. Significantly, it came on the 


eve of the anniversary of that day twenty 
years ago when a pistol shot at Sarajevo started 
| the world war 
If hope of disarmament has vanished from 
London, where is it still to be found? Cer- 
tainly not in Paris, or Berlin, or Moscow, or 
Washington, or Tokio. Britain has been for 


years the sole refuge of anything like expecta- 


tion that an armament agreement could be 
reached. Its representatives have fought for 
the cause when no government but its own 


believed the chance of success was worth fight- 
ing for. If Britain has quit, the conference has 
definitely and, finally failed. 

This declaration of despair ought to shock 
Europe into a sense of its peril. That it will 
do so is the only apparent chance that conti- 
ent has of saving itself from another and worse 
holocaust. Europe would not be peaceful if it 
was disarmed completely. But jt is growing 
visibly less peaceful the more completely it 
becomes armed, and it is arming as fast as it 
can rob its taxpayers or borrow money. 


REDUCTION BY INSTALMENTS 


During the five month period in which 
tickets have been sold at the rate of 20 for a 
dollar, street railway traffic in Edmonton 
showed a gain of five per cent, but revenue 
dropped $27,411 below the figure a year ago.

The demonstrated fact is that traffic was 
heavier and receipts smaller, But the same 
seemingly inconsistent things have happened 
in a month when there was no change in rates. 
Of those who ride on the street cars on any 
given day, not all of them buy the tickets they 
use on that day, and buy only the tickets they 
then use. Some deposit tickets they bought 
the day before, or the week before, and some 
buy tickets which they may not use for days or 
weeks to come. 

Nor on balance does it work out that traffic 
and receipts always go up or down together. 
The reports of past years clearly establish that 
point. It may be that traffic would have gone 
up and revenue down in the last five months if 
there had been no change in rates. 

The one certain and satisfactory outcome is 
that there has been no such loss of revenue as 
would show positively that the former rates 
must be restored, or that if they were restored 
the finances of the system would assuredly be 
bettered. The twenty-ticket books are there- 
fore to be still purchasable, indefinitely. While 
that does not provide a straight five-cent fare, 
it is a step in that direction, with reasonable 
assurance that the partially reduced rate can be 
maintained without endangering the system.

By adopting the fetishes of 
orthodox finance you have created, in the 


name of sound money the most vicious credit 
racket that ever blighted the democracy of self 
governing people. Surely in this enlightened 
age we will not find progress by going back to 
1844. Speaking as a politician and a_ public 
man, I cannot help but say that this Bank of 
Canada act indicates that our natural resources 
in political stupidity in Canada are as yet barely 
scratched. I do not wonder that my friends the 
bankers laugh at us. They ought to; we have 
it coming to us. 

Now, here is the kind of thing that we get in 
sound money. Back in 1907, they had a collapse 
in the United States, and they started on an 
investigation to find out what to do with the 
money system. Senate and congress developed 
the idea that something was wrong, and they 
finally appointed a commission, and the com- 
mission went to England. There is a question 
that the commissfon asked the governor of that 
Bank of England to find What the Bank of 
England really did. And the answer was, “The 
Bank of England regulates the conditions under 
which the trade of the country is carried on.” 
Now, you keep that answer of the governor of 
the Bank of England in mind and then read 
your preamble, and you cannot help but agree 
that you are creating a private monopoly and 
establishing a governor of the Bank of Canada 
who is going “to regulate the conditions under 
which the trade of the country is carried on.” 
Any time you put the management of your 
money—either as an individual or a nation—in 
the hands of anybody else, you can make no 
mistake about it, my friends, the one who is 
running your money will control the course of 
your own activities. 

In 1932, the National City Bank of New York 
published a statement which was repeated by 
the Canadian Bank of Commerce. You might 
remember, that the National City Bank of New 
York got a little special advertising through the 
activities of its president, in connection with 
certain matters that were investigated by the 
Senate Banking committee of the United States. 
But, in any event, this report says: 

“The lessons of experience and the com- 
mon judgment of students of the subjects 
of money and credit everywhere have led 

the universal policy of entrusting 
banks the responsibility of maneging 


money system.”

Unfortunately, all banks are not as careful 
as they might be, and some of them are actually 
honest enough to tell the truth occasionally. In 
February, 1932, the Royal Bank committed that 
indiscretion. It said 

The present depression is usually ex- 

plained in terms of extravagance, over 
production, excessive tariff barriers, etc. 
In varied degrees these, as well as other 
contributing factors, produced situations 
which were essentially unsound, but speak- 
ing generally the controlling influence has 
been the mismanagement of money and 
credit. 

Let me ask, the mismanagement of money 
and credit by whom? By the men who are 
responsible for the management of money and 
credit in England, the Governor of the Bank of 
England and his associates; by the men who are 
responsible for the management of money and 
credit to the United States, the men in charge 
of the Federal Reserve Bank which is modelled 
on the Bank of England, the original Central 


Bank was inaugurated. The Federal Reserve 
banking laws adopted in 1914 by the United 
States were moulded after the British Acts 


Therefore the central bank system has been in 
operation since 1914 in the United States. In 
the Dominion of Canada, while we have not 
had a central bank, we have the Department 
of Finance, the Treasury Board, the Bankers’ 
Association of Canada, operating our money 
system by processes that were directly in line 
as far as they went with the policy laid down 
by the Bank of England. Now, the great mis- 
take that we made in our Canadian finance, in 
so far as that established system was concerned, 
we ignored foreign exchange. We left this very 
largely to the bankers of New York. The Eng- 
lish central banking system was designed, 
primarily, to make London the centre of world 
finance, to have on deposit in London more gold 
or less gold than London owned, but to have 
this work out in this way: The proposal was to 
lend credit to be puyable in gold, to have on 
deposit credit payable in gold. England main- 
tained her successful position by adopting the 
principle of trading short by always being 
hedged so that there would be more credits 
payable in London in gold than against London 
output. That system worked very well until 
Russia repudiated, until Germany went bank- 
rupt, and Austria followed suit. Then England's 
hedges fell down, and England was bankrupt 
on her gold obligations to depositors other than

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date, in 1810 Hon, Henry 
Caldwell, M.L.C. died at Belmont, 
his mansion on the Ste Foyr Road, 
just outside of Quebec. He had 
come to Canada with Wolfe, had 
stayed, had become wealthy, a 
member of the legislative council 
and receiver general of Lower 
Canada—" a veritable nabob” to 
use the words of a local historian. 

But despite his wealth he had a 
great fear that he might be buried 
alive, and took precautions in his 
will to guard against such a con- 
tingency. One night, sitting alone 
in his library, he decided that 
there must be no doubt about the 
matter and despatched one of his 
men servants into the city to 
summon a notary public. It was 
a stormy night; the menial made 
the journey both ways but the 
notary declined to go out in such 
wicked weather. Thereupon Cald- 
well drew up his will himself (and 
it was accepted by the courts 
after his death).

GROWING DEBTS 


It is a thousand pities that 
these provincial problems are 
being considered piecemeal.

THE WAR DEBTS DECISION 
The British decision to suspend 
payments on the war debts was 
received with a degree of calm- 
ness which indicated that many 
Americans considered this result 
inevitable. It was made so by 
the persistent refusal of Congress 
to consider any reduction of the 
debts and by the Johnson Act, 
which overrode the president's 
opinion that a small payment on 
account should not be considered 
a default. Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer Chamberlain said in the 
House of Commons that the Brit- 
ish government had no idea of 
repudiating its obligations and 
that, but for the Johnson Act, it 
would have made another token 
payment at this time, This makes 
it clear that the only chance of 
salvaging part of the loans is 
through negotiation of a reason- 
able settlement, which may be 
undertaken when Congress is 
willing to face the realities of the 
situation.—Philadelphia Inquirer.

Calgary’s Mayor Makes 
Strong Plea at Munici- 
palities Meeting in Mac- 
donald Hotel. 


Flaying the Dominion government 
for its inability to find some solu- 
tion to the pressing problem of re- 


lief, and urging the formation of a 
federal commission and a nation- 
wide registration of unemployed as 
steps toward finding an answer to 
this question, Mayor A. Davison, of 
Calgary, delivered a brilliant and 
thought-prevoking address when he 
spoke at the thirtieth annual con- 
vention of the Union of Alberta 
Municipalities in the Macdonald 
Hotel, Thursday afternoon. 


Mayor Davison also dealt with 
discrimination evinced against the 
municipalities in the matter of tax- 
ation, and urged all urban centres 
to make strong and forcible repre- 
sentations in an effort to have the 
inequalities removed. 

The address follows, in part: 

“In discussing with you this 
afternoon the problem of unem- 
ployment as viewed from the stand- 
point of the average municipality, 
it is not my intention to deal with 
the various causes that have col- 
lectively created the unfavorable 
conditions under which we have 
been forced to exist for the past 
four years. Neither do I intend to 
indulge in carping criticism of any 
government or governments. I 
recognize that mistakes have been 
made by all our governing bodies 
in their endeavors to meet the situ- 
ation. Unfortunately, we do not 
seem to have profited by those err- 
ors. We are still trying to handle 
the problem on the same basis and 
in the same fashion as we did four 


years ago, Micawber-like we are) 


still hoping for ‘something to turn 
up.’ 
DOLE SYSTEM 


“As a result of the policies we 
have adopted, we have forced on 
our people a ‘dole’ system of the 
most pernicious character. The ex- 
perience of other countries at other 
times has been that the ‘dole’ is 
demoralizing in the extreme. 

“I think it is a truism with which 
we will all agree that the average 
individual is not inherently lazy, If 
we admit the correctness of 


that the first duty of all govern-

Just beginning to hit his stride, 
Canzoneri, who lost both his title 
and a return bout to Ross within a| 
year, suddenly lashed a left hook | 
to Klick’s face half-way through | 
the fifth. The results of that one | 
punch were amazing. The flesh 
about Klick’s right eye puffed up 
instantly, like a blister on a rubber 
tire, and he shook his head franti- 
cally, trying to see. 


SLOWS UP TONY 


Before the round was over, his 
eye not only was completely shut 


but the flesh was swelled out 
around into a black and blue 
mass.
